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Cuampen  ofF  Commerce.— New-York
Mmt.—An extra meeting of the New-York Chamber
of Commerce wan held at the Manhatian Bank. yes-
terday afternoen, to receive the report of the Com-
mittee on the sunject of establishizg a Mint in this
City. The memorial to Congress, which was then
presested by the (Commiitee, Was unanimously
adopted. Tiaflords convineing evidence of the ne,
cessity of the measure recommended

It a former memorial, the establishment of a Mint
it this City wis argued om the following grounds .
That while $21,000.000 in specie was imported do-
rirg the year 1517, $21,000.000 came to New-York
and Boston, and but $250,000 to Philadeiphia; that
ope-third of the gold furnished by emigrants for re.
coipage, 18 brought to this City . and that the mer-
chants qf New-York pay in coin two-thirds ef the
whole public revenue arising from duties.

These remscps, it is considared, have become
“armed with ten-fold greater power than hefore.”
It was estimuted in the former memorial that $5 000,
M0 to $6,000,000 in gold arnved from Calilornis ia
the year 1547, It 18 pow shown that duriag the year
1551 $52,000,000 in gold was coined in Philadelphia,
and $10,000,000 at New Orleans, most of which was
from California . and no doubt is entertained that of
the amount cotned at Philadeiphia, $50 000,000 ar
rived in New-York. In view of these facts, the re-
moval of the principal Mintto New-York is strongly
urged, instead of the format of a Branch Mint
or whe ground that the mamtenance of two Mints—
ore at Philadelphia and one at New-York—would
be superfiuous and uselessly expensive. The belief
is expressed that the dissdvantage of having the

Mint at so great a distance from the point where so
large & portion of the imported bullion first arrives,
is 80 evident that objections to the obvious remedy
proposed cunnot reasonably be interposed. Tt is re-
gntded as one in which ail heldera of bullion are
interested, wherever they reside ; and the tax which
1s virtuelly levied by keeping the Mint where it is,
bureen, kot upon New-York alone, but upon the
country generally—a burden that is ** feit in the in”
wiior, upon the sea-board, in Califoruia, wherever
pullion 1s bought and sold, at every point from which
a successful venture is gent to the land of gold, or
to which s furtunate miper returns.”

lu copclusion, the memorialists sny they have uo
resson 10 change the opinion formerly expressed,
that the risk, expense and delay of sending bullion
from New-York to the Miat 1s fully equivalent to a
charge of one-quarter per cent Il so, assuming
that §50,000,000 of the gold coiu in Philadelphia 1n
the year 1551 came from New-York, it follows that
the owners of bullion suffered a loss Lo the extent
of at lenst $125,000, Itds thought that at least an
equal loss will be experienced every year, unid some
such measure us they advoeate is adopted,
